Conservation — 
or water rationing? 


City officials are urging Georgetown 
residents this week to limit their water usage, 
especially after 5 p.m., at least until the 
arrival of cooler and wetter weather so the city 
will not have to ration water. 
Mayor John Doerfler explained that heavy 
water demand brought on by August heat caus­ 
ed problems in the Senada and Oak Crest 
Estates subdivisions northwest of the city last 
week, lowering water pressure and draining 
some fire hydrants. 
The city does not want that problem to recur 
or spread, he stated, so it is asking for help in 
easing the overload on its pump capacity. 
“Our main concern is the fire hazard,” said 
Doerfler. “We’re asking everybody to volun­ 
tarily curtail their water usage, especially 
between the hours of about 7 and ll p.m. What 
we’re after is not keeping everything off or 
having lawns burn up, but just asking people to 
be a little conservative for a while, especially 
at peak hours. Otherwise, if we don’t have 
some sort of restriction, we may have to use 
rationing.” 
The Mayor said the problem is not a water 
shortage, but sudden heavy demand on the 
supply as the temperature sometimes rises 
above IOO degrees. 
“We have three wells at the city water plant 
downtown, and one in San Gabriel Park, 
together capable of pumping about 6 million 
gallons a day,” he explained. “We also have 
about 2 million gallons storage capacity in our

overhead tanks and underground storage. If 
everybody starts using the supply heavily, all 
at once, if you’re using, say, twice per hour 
what your wells will produce, it can take it all 
out of the towers and demand more than your 
wells can pump.” 
THE PROBLEM was called to officials’ 
attention early last week when Oak Crest and 
Serenada residents complained of low water 
pressure. Later, firemen checking water 
hydrants found some drained, said Doerfler. 
He said the city hopes to correct the problem 
by treating water at the park well, which 
supplies the northwest area, rather than first 
pumping it to the downtown plant for treat­ 
ment, as has been the practice. The city ex­ 
pects that step will increase the pressure in a 
six-inch water line which runs from the well 
along Northwest Boulevard and connects with 
a water main at Dawn Drive, supplying water 
to the northwest area of the city. 
He said the city does not have any plans to 
build another water tower in that area. 
Doerfler said the weather would dictate how 
long curtailment will be needed. When the city 
gets rain and cooler temperatures, he said, the 
problem might be eased. 
The city is not planning to ration water right 
away, he added. “We haven’t talked seriously 
about rationing, but it would probably involve 
dividing the city up into areas, and saying ‘this 
area can water today and that area tomorrow.’ 
We had this problem back in the 1950’s and we 
had rationing. There was even a fine if you 
violated it. But we haven’t gotten to that stage 
yet. 
“If people will just water enough to keep 
their grass growing, and not soak it, which 
doesn’t do much good in this kind of weather 
anyway, I don’t think we’ll have any problem,” 
Doerfler said. “If we can just get a skeleton ef­ 
fort, I think it’ll be all right and it won’t be 
any big deal.”

Precinct funding questioned 


Raymond Rister of Granger spoke out during 
county commissioners’ regular meeting Mon­ 
day, arguing against the proposed change in 
apportionment of precinct road and bridge 
funds which would give 30 percent of the fun­ 
ding to Georgetown Precinct I but 22 percent 
to the Granger precinct. Precincts 2 and 4 
would receive 24 percent each. 
R&B funding had been equally divided during 
the past three years. 
Rister did not argue that Precinct I should 
not get 30 percent of the money, but that if that 
precinct needed more, the other three should 
equally share the burden to “help out.’’ 
He also contended that the differing precinct 
valuations should not be the important con­ 
sideration in allocating the money, but that a 
criterion of need ' would be fairer. Com­ 
missioners disagreed, however, repeatedly 
pointing out the low valuation of Precinct 3. 
The county commissioner-elect 
for the 
Granger precinct explained that his precinct 
has more miles of dirt road and old iron-rail 
bridges than any other precinct in the county. 


“I JUST CAME TO show that there s a 
different side of the story. 
“The only reason that I have been given for 
the increase in Precinct I is that the additional 
development out west of Round Rock would 
require more money to be spent on additional 
roads," Rister began presentation of his 
proposal as Georgetown Commissioner Wesley 
Johnson told him to “make it short.” 


“ It s the streets.” Johnson interjected. “If 
you want to take that 1 11 let you do all the ser­ 
vices.’’ 


“ But I understand the development roads 
are paved and have curbs,” he countered, to be 
immediately met with a chorus of “no s” from 
the commissioners’ table 
“There s no real abuse of the roads that 
these subdivisions come out on,” Rister main­ 
tained 
“You can spend $25,000 on the streets in the 
next year — you will have to,” Johnson told 
him.

Georgetown trustees eye 
budget, school expansion 


Georgetown school trustees will meet twice 
this week — on Monday and Thursday nights — 
mainly to consider the 1976-77 school budget 
and construction alternatives for expansion of 
Primary and Westside Intermediate School 
facilities. 
The school board will convene in regular ses­ 
sion at 7 p.m. Monday, then again in special 
session for the budget hearing and adoption at 7 
p.m. Thursday. Both meetings will be held in 
the Conference Room of the new high school on 
Austin Avenue. 
MONDAY NIGHT the board will hear a 
report on last year’s budget and review this 
year’s proposed budget. Trustees will also con­ 
sider policy manual revisions, a tax assessor’s 
report on fees for payment verification, ap­ 
proval of transfer students, payment of bills 
and personnel matters 
B rashier-G oyette-R apier, a Lubbock 
architectural firm. will also send architect 
Gene McKee to present preliminary sketches 
of expansion projects under consideration for 
the Primary and Intermediate Schools 
In special session last Tuesday night, 
trustees considered obstruction of a new 
cafeteria at each of the schools, plus conver­ 
sion of present cafeterias into five to six extra 
classrooms and construction of four new 
classrooms at the Intermediate School. 
Estimated cost of the projects is $750,000. 
THAT COST gave the board concern. 
Pressed by a ballooning student population 
and the approaching school opening, trustees 
nevertheless could not decide whether to seek 
a $750,000 construction bond issue. 
School officials expect an increase of 400 


students in the Georgetown school system over 
the next four years. Full-day kindergarten 
classes also will begin the fall of 1977 at the 
Primary School, which Supt. Jack Frost has 
said is in “most critical need of repairs and ex­ 
pansion.” 
Business Manager Jerry Graham calculated 
Tuesday night that a $750,000 bond issue would 
raise school taxes about 12 cent per person, 
while a $1 million bond issue would raise taxes 
about 16 cents. 
“ It seems to m e,” commented board presi­ 
dent John R. Thomas, “that we’ve come to the 
point where anything we do is not meant to be a 
long-range solution to the problem — we just 
haven’t got the funds. What we really need is 
about $2 million, but we just don’t have it.” 
Trustee James Draeger added, "Besides 
money for building, you’re in dire need of 
repair money." 
After examining school needs and the cost of 
the proposed improvements for over two 
hours, the board agreed to table the matter, 
study it individually and consider it again 
collectively Monday night. 
ALSO TUESDAY, board members approved 
addition of two instructors, one fulltime and 
one parttime, to the high school music staff, 
and accompanied Athletic Director Les John­ 
son on an inspection of school land just east of 
the high school tennis courts, which might be 
the site of a new high school track. 
Johnson told the board he had been advised 
that area, rather than the football practice 
field, would be the best track site because of its 
drainage capabilities. The board is studying 
construction alternatives. 
$3.1 million bond issue 
approved for hospital 


Georgetown Hospital Authority members 
Thursday authorized issuance of $3.1 million in 
revenue bonds to the federal Farmers Home 
Administration (FmHA) to satisfy one of the 
conditions for a construction loan of the same 
amount for new Georgetown Area Hospital. 
Hospital Administrator Ken Poteete also 
reported that the Hospital Fund Campaign has 
collected approximately $265,000 in cash as 
part of $450,000 in pledges. 
Authority President Jay Sloan said he has 
not received word as to whether the prospec­ 
tive project contractor might extend a 
previous construction bid or as to when FmHA 
will have loan money available for the Hospital 
Authority. 
THE FEDERAL AGENCY changed its loan 
conditions in June, stipulating that $310,000 of 
the Authority’s $400,000 “community par­ 
ticipation” contribution must be paid in cash. 
FmHA also requested a bond issue in the 


amount of the loan rather than a repayment 
pledge. 
The agency's Washington headquarters ap­ 
proved the loan in June, but FmHA’s Temple 
office later reported that no loan money would 
be available until at least October I because of 
a change in the opening date of the federal 
fiscal year. 


A $2.6 million construction bid posted by 
Brownwood contractor Herman Bennet two 
years ago expired in June, but the Hospital 
Authority has been trying to negotiate exten­ 
sion of that bid until the loan funds are 
allocated. 


Bennet was contacted in July, but Sloan said 
he has not repiled. If the contractor will not ex­ 
tend the bid, the Hospital Authority could seek 
more bids 
“I think the outlook is bright, that we’ll get 
this thing completed now,” Poteete said later.

Living and working underground

America’s political parties have drifted together. 
Never before this year have you heard spokesmen from 
both parties concede the similarity, if from partisan points 
of view: 
WE HAVE ALL BECOME DEMOCRATS ” says Illinois 
kingmaker Jack Arvey 
We have all become Republicans. ” says Charles Warden 
of Data Resources. 
The party platform modified by Carter challenges the par­ 
ty platform godfathered by Mr. Ford in no significant detail 
The polarization — the pulling apart left and right — is less 
this year than any presidential year in modern memory. 
For better or worse? 
Wall Street s recent optimism reflects confidence in our 
future whichever way the political wind blows in November. 
Most economists vote Democrat yet, by their very train­ 
ing. they become more conservative every year. 
Most economists figure that a Carter Administration will 
increase federal spending yet they are divided as to whether 
the risks of higher inflation are not perhaps outweighed by 
the pump-priming effect. 
Anyway, almost unanimously they are betting their money 
on at least two years of economic uptrend. 
As the economic philosophies of the two parties begin 
more and more to overlap - so the social conscience of 
Republicans and Democrats is not all that dissimilar 
anymore. 
BOTH PARTIES REFLECT our national disenchantment 
with foreign involvements. 
Carter says that while he may not prefer a Communist 
government for France, he’s not going to try to tell the 
French how to run their country. 
That is a significant departure from the brinksmanship 
adventurism of our past. 
If this suggests that it makes little difference which man 
or which party wins in November, that is not entirely the 
case. 
For Congress includes enough potential holdovers from the 
violent reaction of 1974 so that these, up to now contained by 
White House veto power, might tend further to regulate and 
regiment 
Yet face it — the issues this election year are not the 
issues which incite flaming passions. 
WE ARE NOT VOTING “war or peace,” Weare not voting 
“socialism versus stagnation,” we are not asked to choose 
between a rogue and a rabble-rouser. 
Except for careful contemplation of the voting records of 
individual congressmen, the American electorate this time 
around could vote with its eyes closed and not really get 
hurt. 
We newsmen are supposed to be nonpartisan. Of course 
we’re not. Yet, personally, I could flip a coin this next Elec­ 
tion Day and it would come up “heads” either way.

In 
1935 H. G. Wells predicted that “the Every- 
town of the year 2054 will be dug into the 
hills. It will not be a skyscraper” 
But recently the search for architectural 
alternatives to sprawling suburbs and tow­ 
ering skyscrapers and efforts to conserve 
energy and green space have fostered a 
new breed of cavepersons. 
• The 
University 
of 
Illinois 
at 
Champaign/Urbana, for example, has just 
built a subsurface undergraduate library 
rather than disrupt the nation’s oldest agri­ 
cultural test plot. 
• In a limestone cavern 600 feet beneath 


Kansas City, the Bronson Instrument Com­ 
pany calibrates high precision optical in­ 
struments. The plant requires three times 
less heat, and operating costs are 15 times 
lower than at an old above-ground plant. 
Prior to moving underground, employees 
were forced to work a “graveyard shift” 
beguiling at midnight, when the vibrations 
from evening traffic subsided Now they 
work “standard” daytime shifts. 


• Major cities from Montreal to Moscow 
are looking to their “basements” for 
breathing room. 
The Place Ville-Marie and Place Bona­ 
venture in Montreal now offer a subterra­ 
nean network of pedestrian walkways, 
shops, offices, cinema — all susceptible to 
neither rain, nor sleet, nor blazing sun. 
Tass news agency recently reported that 
Soviet architects are studying the possi­ 
bility of moving much of Moscow under­ 
ground during the next 15 to 20 years to cre­ 
ate more space for parks and recreation 
areas. 
Underground architects, sometimes re­ 
ferred to as “terratects,” are the first to 
admit that the public’s initial reaction is 
thumbs down. “Live like a mole?” “Have 


my suede shoes in the closet turn green 
with mildew?" “What about the snow­ 
mobiles running aground on my chimney’” 
are common questions from homeowners 
who balk at the prospect of becoming 20th- 
century troglodytes, says Mr. Barnard. 
Alternatives to windows 
Consequently, he and other underground 
architects try to compensate for the “win­ 
dowless environment” with skylights, sun­ 
ken courtyards, higher ceilings, brighter 
colors. 
One architect in Plainview, Texas, has 
even perfected a “ship in the bottle” design 
- a suburban ranch house sealed under­ 
ground in a concrete casing with alternating 
rotating landscapes in the windows (in­ 
cluding sunsets and starlit nights), and an 
artificial breeze to blow open the curtains. 
Another distinct advantage of under­ 
ground “non-buildings” - which are said to 
be fireproof, stormproof, termiteproof, 
soundproof - is their low profile. Because 
they are essentially invisible exterior 
maintenance is superfluous. The design of 
an underground building can be fitted ex­ 
actly to its function rather than serve as a 
decorative advertisement or social symbol 
of family or firm.

The thing that most worried our city leadership 
in this area is not that we will actually run out of water 
through normal usage on the lawns and in the homes, 
but that a fire of any consequence could exhaust the 
reserve and leave the firemen helpless to fight the 
blaze. 
So, let s each of us do our part. We can use less in 
many ways and when 10,000 people conserve just a lit­ 
tle each the sum saving is considerable.

AUSTIN — Houston attorney 
Tom Lorance, like the man of 
La Mancha, has decided to have 
a stab at righting the un- 
rightable wrong and beating the 
unbeatable foe — and if he fails, 
as seems likely, it will be more 
the system’s failure than his. 
Lorance is running a write-in 
campaign against Don Yar­ 
brough for the Texas Supreme 
Court — and a check of sources, 
written and oral, fails to turn up 
any examples of successful 
statewide write-in campaigns. 
Texas election law allows for 
write-in candidates, spelling 
out how to handle such hopefuls 
on paper ballots, punch cards 
and voting m achines, but 
Lorance’s chances are as slim 
as the proverbial snowball. 
Don Yarbrough spent $2,275 
in his campaign, defeating San 
Antonio Judge Charles Barrow, 
who spent more than $112,000 — 
and who received the support of 
numerous legal groups and con­ 
tributions from many lawyers 
and law firms. 
Election of judges has come 
in for criticism for years — 
Rep. Ben Z. Grant of Marshall, 
ch airm an of the House 
Judiciary Committee, reports 
many attorneys opposed the 
1876 Texas Constitution because 
it provided for judges to be 
elected rather than appointed. 
But apart from divine selec­ 
tion, election or appointment 
are the only ways to pick 
judges, and Texas voters have 
adhered steadfastly to the prin­ 
ciple of election. 
The Federal bench, in fact, 
hasn’t been that inspiring an ex­ 
ample of appointment of merit 


at times — with the suggestion 
being made that the best way to 
become a Federal judge is to 
have a future U.S. Senator for 
your college roommate, or your 
first law partner. 
But, as Grant notes, while ifs 
not so bad to turn a politician 
into a judge, it creates 
problem s to rev erse the 
process. 


Generally, judicial races at­ 
tract considerably less interest 
than county pecan shows or 
meetings of the Structural Pest 
Control Board. 
It’s not kosher for judges to 
take stands on issues, or to daub 
opponents with mud — leaving 
integrity and legal knowledge 
as the only campaign issues. 


In statewide races, such as 
the Supreme Court and Court of 
Criminal Appeals, candidates 
have to raise substantial sums 
to get any name identification 
among voters in contested 
races — and fellow attorneys 
traditionally are the main 
sources of such funds. (Bar 
association support doesn’t 
mean election, however, as 
Barrow, among others, can 
attest.) 
Texas has had, de facto if not 
de jure, an appointive system 


on the Supreme Court much of 
the time. 
Retiring justices often leave 
before the end of their terms, 
leaving it up to the governor to 
appoint a successor — and thus 
creating an incumbent for the 
next election. 
Since 1876, only two in­ 
cumbents have been defeated. 
Grant is considering offering 
a 1977 a suggestion which was 
rejected earlier by lawmakers 
— putting the Supreme Court on 
a single-member district basis. 
Louisiana is among the states 
which uses that system, and 
Texas already has nine ad­ 
ministrative districts for its 
judiciary, which would make it 
fairly simple for such a system 
to be set up. 
Advantages could result from 
lower costs to candidates — and 
giving voters the ability to 
know the men or women they’re 
voting for. 
Several lawmakers have in­ 
dicated they think the idea 
looks better all the time. 
The next session may produce 
an answer — so while Lorance 
may be jousting at windmills, 
the noise and clatter may be 
enough to wake the Legislature 
up and put them in the mood to 
do some real giant-killing.

Did it again 


THE HEALTH, Education and Welfare Department 
in Washington has done it again. 
This time the HEW Department’s civil rights office 
has ruled that an all-boys 5th and 6th grade choir 
violates a rule which bars “single sex choruses unless 
they result from requirements based on vocal range 
and quality.” 
Just a few weeks ago the HEW ruled against father- 
son and mother-daughter banquets in schools. Now 
comes this asinine edict against a 5th and 6th grade all 
boys choir.

This tiny 
weekly broke one of the biggest 
stories of the year, when it re­ 
ported that President Ford’s 
campaign manager, Bo Calla­ 
way, had misused his position. 
He allegedly pulled strings in­ 
side the government to benefit 
his own investment in a Col­ 
orado ski resort. The story 
forced the embattled Bo to step 
down as the President’s cam­ 
paign chairman. 
Colorado s Governor Richard 
Lamm called to alert us that the 
paper that broke the story has 
been hit by an advertising 
boycott. The Chronicle’s editor, 
Myles Arber, said that advertis­ 
ing revenues have dropped 
almost 70 per cent. 
Most merchants in the county 
are also refusing to sell the 
paper. They are heavily depen­ 
dent upon the ski resort for busi­ 
ness. At the base of the ski resort, 
the Chronicle news stands have 
been removed. 
At the same time, Callaway’s 
company, the Crested Butte 
Development Corporation, is 
suing the paper for libel. The 
editor said the cost of defending 
the suit, even if he wins, could 
drive him out of business. 
We should add that Bo Calla­ 
way has insisted all along that he 
did nothing wrong. Senate in­ 
vestigators haven’t yet submit­ 
ted their verdict 
Security Flap: A controversy 
is raging in the war rooms of the 
Western world. The problem is 
this: there is a real possibility 


that Communists will soon hold 
top leadership positions in some 
NATO countries. 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger won’t compromise. He 
has secretly urged our NATO 
partners to cease all military 
dealings with any government 
that admists Communists to top 
positions. He feels they should 
not be privy to NATO secrets. 
He is particularly worried that 
the Italian government may ac­ 
cept a Communist minister. 
Other Western European leaders 
have argued that the Italian 
Communists are independent of

But Kissinger remains unper­ 
suaded.

Tax Quotas: Congressional 
investigators have uncovered 
startling evidence that Internal 
Revenue Service agents are 
working under a secret quota 
system. The IRS agents must

collections. When their record 
slumps, they fall under “the gun’’ 
of their superiors. 
In an effort to meet their 
quotas, the desperate agents 
often go after the average tax­ 
payers.

Information on treatm ent of 
JAWS-type injuries may never 
be needed by Williamson Coun­ 
ty Emergency Medical Service 
personnel, but sim ilar informa­ 
tion on poisonous plants, snakes 
and arthropods supplied in the 
book 
“ D ang ero u s P la n ts, 
Snakes. Arthropods and Marine 
Life in Texas” will be used to 
save the lives of more than one 
county resident in the future. 
Five copies of the book — one 
per station location — were 
added to the “equipment” kept 
at every am bulance station 
when they w ere re c e n tly 
received free of charge from 
the R esource D evelopm ent 
Division of the Texas Depart­ 
ment of Health Resources. 
“ THESE BOOKS are pretty 
hard to come by,” explained 
County EMS Director Jam es 
Simonson. He added that the 
books are especially useful dur­ 
ing the sum m er months, when 
“ people will be coming into 
contact with poison ivy, snakes 
and spiders.” 
People will also be coming 
into contact with such common 
houseplants as philodendron, 
lantana, English ivy, poinsettia 
and wisteria; 
the cultivated 
plum , a p ric o t, p each and 
c h e r r y ; 
w ild m is tle to e , 
m oonflow er, pokew eed and 
buttercup; venomous and non­ 
venom ous sn ak es such as 
the Texas coral snake, western 
cottonmouth mocasin, broad- 
banded copperhead and western 
diam ondback 
ra ttle sn a k e ; 
dangerous arthropods like the 
scorpion, brown recluse, tree 
asp and fire ant; and dangerous 
alligator gar or gaff-top catfish. 
When they do, a call to the 
nearest ambulance station will 
p ro v id e a c c e s s to q u ick 
diagnosis and treatm ent with 
the help of the new books, 
which detail general descrip­ 
tions of the dangerous plant or

anim al and the sym ptom s, 
pathology and treatm ent of 
whatever poison was ingested. 
In addition, the books provide 
a series of color photos of the 
plant or animal — often in­ 
cluding a size scale for com­ 
parison, pictures of the animal 
bite and of treatm ent methods. 
EMS stations in the county are 
located in Georgetown, Round 
Rock, Cedar Park, Taylor and 
Florence. 
In accepting the personal 
copy he said he would “ treasure 
very highly,” County Judge C. 
L. Chance, a longtim e hor­ 
ticulturist, explained his in­ 
terest in the book. “ I have done 
a lot of study on poison plants. 


“ ONE OF THE MOST com­ 
mon in this area, that's a really 
dangerous plant, and could be 
mistaken for a wild onion, is 
co m m o n ly 
c a lle d 
‘d e a th 
cam as.’ It’s an onion-looking 
p la n t, v e ry p o io n o u s to 
livestock, and has been eaten by 
people who are trying to find a 
wild onion — and wild onions 
are very common in this area 
also.” 
Chance also pointed out the 
deadliness of the com m on 


c a s to r 
b e a n , 
s ilv e r le a f 
nightshade and all nightshade 
varieties common to this area, 
the com m on oleander and 
others pictured in the text. 
“ The common oleander is so 
poisonous it has no insect pests 
whatsoever. 


“ Silverleaf 
nightshade 
— 
very closely related is the 
carolina horsenettle and the 
black nightshade — all of those 
are found here. It s a perennial 
and grow s in ra th e r large 
patches, difficult to eradicate 
from the land because it’s very 
deep-rooted.” 
Seen in many fields, the 
s i lv e r le a f n ig h ts h a d e is 
characterized by leaves and 
stems covered with white-to- 
silver hairs and short, sharp 
spines. Blue-to-violet flowers 
are followed by berries that 
turn from green to yellow to 
blue as they m ature, according 
to descriptive detail in the 
book. 
Commenting that many of the 
plants are seldom ingested by 
people because they do not have 
an edible appearance, Chance 
said, “ Poisonous plants are not 
thoroughly dangerous, but when

Six Georgetown Boy Scouts, 
their two adult supervisors and 
a guide found that out early this 
month when they spent eight 
days on the hundreds of inland 
lakes of the Quetico Provincial 
Park in southern Canada, using 
their canoes to traverse almost 
IOO m ile s of w ild e r n e ss 
territory. 
Doug Lawyer, Greg Miech. 
Bruce Allamon, David Morse, 
Bill Buckner and Tim Magness, 
all Explorer Scouts of Post 150 
of Georgetown, made the trip 
with adult supervisors Jerry 
Lawyer and Tom Buckner, and 
an 18-year old guide from 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, Pat Friedl. 
During their week-and-a-day 
on the water, they fished, 
swam, explored — and had a 
close call with a black bear. 
“ We had been careful all 
through the trip,” Buckner 
said, “because we knew bears 
were in the area. We saw signs 
all along the way, and at our 
next-to-last campsite, we found

where one had dug out a bees 
nest.” 
Every night, as a precaution, 
the group left their food packs 
in the trees, supposedly to keep 
the bears out. including on this 
same next-to-last night. 
“ We had discussed a bear 
watch, but had decided against 
it, " Buckner continued, but said 
they regretted the decision 
when. in the middle of the 
night, they were all awakened 


by someone yelling “Get out of 
here, get out of here!” 
“ Well, we all jumped out of 
our tents, and there stood our 
guide, stark naked, waving a

paddle at this huge black bear ” 
After a few minutes of yelling 
at the animal, it retreated, 
Buckner said, but only to a cer­ 
tain point, where it stopped and 
watched the unwanted visitors. 
“ Finally he charged us. Now, 
we had heard that if you stand 
your ground when a bear 
charges you, he will back off, 
but when we saw him coming at 
us, nobody felt like standing 
there to see if it was true or 
not.” 
The weary campers beat a 
hasty retreat, loading their 
canoes and quickly paddling to 
a more hospitable campsite. 
Except for that experience, 
the group had few close calls 
with Mother Nature, as they 
soent their tim e fishing. 


(although they caught very 
few) diving from the granite 
boulders lining the shoreline 
into the cold Canadian waters, 
and in a few less enjoyable ex­ 
periences, such as the frequent 
portages," when the canoes 
had to be carried across narrow 
strips of land. 
“ We had up to about seven a 
day, and some of those were as 
long as three-quarters of a 
m ile,” Buckner grimaced. “ It 
felt like a bunch of them were 
straight uphill, and some of 
them were through bogs, where 
you would sink up to your knees 
unexpectedly.” 
Still, the job got easier as the 
trip wore on. 
“ The first portage was only 
about 50 yards, and we thought 
it would kill us, but by the end 
of the trip we would be going 
half-a-m ile or m ore and it 
didn’t bother us. Three of the 
boys in the group are going out 
for football, and they thought 
that was p retty good con­ 
ditioning for them .” 
One member of the bunch 
who did not need the con­ 
ditioning was Friedl, the guide. 
At 145 pounds, he was third in 
his weight division in in­ 


te rsc h o la stic w re stlin g in 
Oklahoma last year. Buckner 
said that although Friedl, a 
scount himself, misguided them 
a few times and “wasn’t great 
at fishing, he was a good kid 
and fun to have around.” 
Buckner also praised the 
guide for picking one particular 
campsite — on the shores of 
Lake Kahshahpiwi. 


“ We pulled ashore in the 
most unlikely looking place you 
can imagine,” he said, “and the 
guide jumped out and ran off 
into the woods. He cam e back 
in a minute and said this was a 
good place to camp, and we all 
thought he was crazy, because 
we couldn't have camped right 
there if we had wanted to.” 
But the campsite was not 
“ right there.” it was on a near­ 
by ridge with their own private 
lake behind them. 
“ It was just beautiful. We had 
that small lake, and the larger 
lake down in front of us, and 
higher cliffs nearby. It was cer­ 
tainly the best campsite we 
had.” 
And perhaps best of all, there 
were no telephones to bring 
them back to “ modem living.”

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Florence proposes 80 percent 
hike in school tax valuations 


“Since we are going to lower 
the tax rate we had to place the 
personal property up along with 
real property so it would main­ 
tain the same ratio when the 
rate went down,” Florence 
School Board President Bennie 
Gower explained Tuesday night 
after school trustees ended a 
two-and-a-half-hour discussion 
of the school tax situation with 
the action 
Valuation on personal proper­ 
ty was raised 80 percent, in ac­ 
cord with equalization board 
action which had raised proper­ 
ty valuations 80 percent. 
“I don’t know where they got 
the idea land was the only thing 
to equalize." Gower said. 
Evaluation on cattle will go 
up from last years’ $35 per head 
to $63 per head while evaluation 
on horses will be raised from 
$40 to $72. sheep from $4 to $7.20 
and goats from $3 to $5.40. 
W ORRYING that this year’s 
board of equalization had not 
done its job, trustees non­ 
etheless decided nothing could 
be changed until a year later. 
With state law requiring the 
school to send a preliminary 
budget form to Texas Educa­ 
tion Agency by August 20, 
school board members agreed 
there was no time for another 
tax hearing to change taxes — 
even to lower them from the 
valuation proposed by the 
equalization board — to be 
mailed as well as for the budget 
to be approved afterward. 
Ten day s notice is required 
before a tax hearing can be 
held, and only nine days 
remained before August 20 as 
the school board met last Tues­ 
day night. 
“ There was a complete 
breakdown between the school 
board and the equalization 
board — that’s the plain truth," 
admitted the school board 
president. “But we don’t have 
time to do anything about it 
now.’’

BOTHERS IVIE is that we are 
talking about increasing assess­ 
ment and lowering tax rate and 
if we don’t lower everybody’s 
assessment we are going to be

share.” 
Board members also discuss­ 
ed the fact that utility company 
taxes had not been raised by the 
equalization board, and so could 
not be hiked until the following 
August. 
S c h o ol Tax A s s e s s o r - 
collector Jewel Hamilton, who 
met with the board during the 
entire Tuesday evening 
meeting, explained that the 
utility companies had avoided 
previous school attempts to in­ 
crease their taxes because the 
district had no map setting dis­ 
trict boundaries 
Without the map, they main­ 
tained. they could not tell the 
number of poles and miles of 
line taxable within the school 
district. 
Finally admitting nothing 
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could be done with that 
problem, either, until next 
year, school trustees apparent­ 
ly took pleasure in anticipating 
next tax-raising time: The 
board had a school district map 
made only this summer, and is 
now in the process of filling in 
district boundaries. 


“Next year utilities will be 
upped.’’ was their determina­ 
tion 
A public hearing on this 
year's proposed budget was an­ 
nounced for 7:30 p m. Thursday 
night Interested persons atten­ 
ding will be heard in the school 
library. 


Your future lawn may be a lush yellow

Peoria, Illinois 
Picture this: it s a warm summer afternoon 
in .suburbia. Maples, elms, and oaks provide 
shady parasols along the street. Laughing chil­ 
dren romp across bright yellow lawns and 
sprinklers alternate!; sputter and hiss as they 
refresh the yellow blades of grass. 
. . 
Yellow grass? That’s no joke 
Yellow lawns - and yellow farm crops - 
may one dhy grow better than traditional 
green ones, depending on changes in the ozone 
layer in the earth’s atmosphere, says Dr. Her­ 


bert Dutton of the U.S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture (USDA). 
Yellow pigments in plants may have a 
greater “protective effect” than green ones 
against increased ultraviolet light caused by a 
thinner ozone layer, he said recently at the 
USDA’s North Central Region research labora­ 
tory here. 
Although scientists still are debating how 
much spray-can propellants and certain other 
materials are depleting the ozone layer, the 
USDA has found that increased ultraviolet light 
stunts growth of some plants. 
So, Dr. Dutton was asked recently to drop his 
other work and study the need to breed plants 


that get along well in increased ultraviolet 
light. 
“Maybe grass and soybeans should be yellow 
or olive brown,” he said. If his preliminary 
findings are verified, the idea of yellow plants 
being “sickly” would be outmoded, he says. 
Other USDA scientists already have found 
that increased ultraviolet light reduces the 
yield of some varieties of garden peas, cotton, 
and possibly cucumbers. Encouragingly, wheat 
and com, two major sources of world food sup­ 
ply, seem “quite resistant’’ to similar in 
creases, says M. 
N. Christiansen of the 
USDA’s plant stress laboratory in Beltsville.

County tells Congress 
‘We do not favor revenue sharing’ 
With commissioners already 
making plans about how to 
spent the county’s next revenue 
check — despite the fact that 
the necessary revenue sharing 


extension bill is still pending in 
the Senate — County Judge C. 
L. Chance recently addressed 
the topic in a letter to U.S. Rep 
J. J. Pickle. 
Revenue sharing to fund 
county ambulance costs 


Poring over budget requests 
M o n d a y m o r n i n g , c o m ­ 
missioners decided to take all 
em ergency m edical service 
supplies and salaries out of the 
county budget and pay for them 
instead with expected revenue 
sharing money. 
“ Any expenditure for EMS — 
let it com e from revenue 
sharing,” 
suggested 
Com­ 
missioner Wesley Foust. “ Keep 
it all together.” 
Commissioners had earlier 
decided to consider purchasing 
a new a mb u l a n c e for the 
Florence station out of revenue 
sharing. “That’s one category 
they’ll never question.” 


“I think we’d have a better 
relation by increasing their 
s a l a r y a n d o v e r t i m e , ” 
s u g g e s t e d T a y l o r C o m ­ 
missioner W. F. Schlickeisen 
while the subject of EMS was 
being considered. 
“I think it would be much 
simpler in the auditor’s office, 
too,” agreed Granger Precinct 
3 C o m m i s s i o n e r R o b e r t 
Rozacky. 
“ Just a flat salary — take it 
or leave it. If they don’t like it 
they can find another job, just 
like the sheriff’s office,” con­ 
curred Foust. 
Commissioners had agreed to 
pay sh e riff’s deputies $60 
monthly above any raise pass­ 
ed, to take the place of any 
overtime payment which might 
be due the peace officers. 
EM S S u p e r v i s o r J a m e s 
Simonson, 
c ommi ssi one r s 
decided, would be eligible only 
for the regular salary and raise 
— no overtime. 
T A Y L O R ’S A C T I V I T Y 
C E N T E R , 
w h o s e 
a d ­ 


ministrators recently requested 
a $500 supplem ent for next 
year’s budget, will also be con­ 
s ide r ed for funding only 
through revenue sharing fun­ 
ding. 
Asked what assurance the 
county had that revenue shar­ 
ing would be continued, Foust 
replied succinctly, “Political 
year. 
“Want to bet on it?” he add­ 
ed. “ The House already passed 
it, you know. And they have got 
so much money to share. . .” 
“We approached them with 
the suggestion that they dis­ 
tribute revenue sharing on the 
same basis that we send it up 
there,” County Judge C. L. 
Chance said in reference to a 
r e c e n t 
l e t t e r 
s e n t 
to 
C ongressm an J. J. Pickle. 
“ That would be a fair way to do 
it. But they didn’t feel that 
way.” 
—0— 
During the regular court ses­ 
sion it was also decided central 
dispatch system personnel 
would receive whatever stan­ 
dard raise is adopted for the 
coming year, but no overtime. 
“Just like everybody else,” 
approved Rozacky. 
Justices of the peace were 
also to receive the “same in­ 
crease as anybody else,” until 
Foust reminded Rozacky that 
JP R ichard Gann had been 
promised a pay hike in addition 
to the across-the-board raise 
which, although commissioners 
have approved no figure, seems 
certain. 
While Foust mentioned that 
the standard raise could be $50 
per month for employees work­ 
ing for the county in 1977, no 
motion was presented Monday. 


“ We do not favor Revenue 
Sharing at all, but since it is 
happening, we need to recoup 
our share since it is our tax 
money Congress is dealing 
with,” Chance explained in his 
letter. 
“ There are some serious 
questions about Revenue Shar­ 
in g t h a t h a v e not b e e n 
answered. 
• "The ‘formula’ by which 
distribution is made is suspect. 
If it were a formula in ordinary 
sense, we could compute our 
share, and why has this formula 
not been published? 
• “Instead of formula, the 
Government should be required 
to publish the amount of tax 
they collect in the boundaries of 
each jurisdiction and distribu­ 
tion should be on that basis 
alone.” 
IN ANSWER to Chance’s 
first two questions, Pickle 
replied, “ The current local 
government allocation formula 
is based on population. Popula­ 
tion statistics are available for 
all sizes of governm ental 


bodies. It is my understanding 
that feder al tax re ve nue 
statistics are not as easily 
broken down into various lower 
governmental districts. There 
may be other reasons as well 
that population is used as a 
base.” 
• “ More basic than all.” con­ 
cluded the letter from Chance, 
“we believe that if the Govern­ 
ment has that much money to 
share, they have collected too 
much tax. 
“ Let them reduce their taxes 
accordingly and then we would 
collect taxes locally to take 
care of all legitim ate needs.” 
P I C K L E R E P L I E D . “ I 
agreed totally with your third 
point. That is why I voted 
against revenue sharing. We 
don’t have any revenues to 
share when we are facing a $75 
billion deficit.” 
The Tenth Congressional Dis- 
rict representative also includ­ 
ed Department of the Treasury 
information explaining the 
current revenue sharing for­ 
mula. 
“As you can see it looks like a 
good way to keep sev eral 


statisticians employed.” Pickle 
noted in his letter. 


FIVE PAGES of Treasury 
D epartm ent explanation in­ 
clude the fact that $30.2 billion 
was distributed to 38,000 units 
of state and local government 
over the five-year period 
covered by Title I of the State 
and Local Fiscal Assistance 
Act of 1972 (Revenue Sharing). 


First step in distributing the 
funding was determination of 
the amounts to be allocated to 
each — a process involving four 
more steps which apply the 
three-factor Senate formula 
(population, tax effort and in­ 
come) and the five-factor 
House formula (population, ur­ 
banized population, per capita 
incom e, 
state income tax 
collections and tax effort). With 
exceptions, the higher alloca­ 
tion amount is selected for each 
state. 
Allocations within each state 
follow. 
That ten-step process also in­ 
volves several subpoints which 
must be figured before a total 
can be determined.

A good example of what he’s trying to tell 
you is the condition of Country Club Road — 
and why is it that way? Because material for 
Oak Crest, hauled over Country Gub Road, has 
torn it all to pieces It s happened a lot in 
Forest North." Commissioner Wesley Foust 
explained 


‘‘It s not only str e e ts, but sign s and 
numerous things in those subdivisions have to 
be replaced each year,” Taylor’s Precinct 4 
Commissioner W. F. Schlickeisen made his 
contribution to the debate. 
BUT I HAVE NOT seen a real need es­ 
tablished," said Rister. 
“We have talked about that." Johnson said, 
although the proposal had never been discussed 
in com m issioners’ court until it was presented 
bv Florence Commissioner Foust at the court’s 
first budget study session. At that time discus­ 
sion centered around the cut Precinct 3 would 
be taking — with outgoing Commissioner R. A. 
Rozacky acquiescing, ‘‘That’s not going to give 
Precinct 3 as much as I have asked, but I have 
gotten less." 
To R ister’s com m ent that the rapidly- 
growing subdivisions would soon be taken in by 
surrounding cities and so no longer cost the 
county, Johnson replied, ‘‘We can change it 
then.” 
Rister also told com m issioners that, accor­ 
ding to estim ates he had received, Precinct I 
included 287 m iles of county roadways and 
Precinct 2 encompassed 250 m iles to the 300 
miles in Precincts 3 and 4. ‘‘I think you have 
done as good as you could in dividing the coun­ 
ty mileage-wise, to divide it population-wise." 
“If you have a need before the court, take 
care of it I can understand if you need 30 per­ 
cent of the money — take 30 percent. But these 
others should help out too. 
"WHY SHOULD Precinct 3 pay it?" 
“All this isn’t amounting to but about $7-8,000 
a year, but that will pave a few m iles of road,” 
Rister said after the meeting had adjourned. 
"That s how much I feel like Precinct 3 would 
have gotten, but I have not put the pencil to it. I 
don’t really know the expected revenue. They 
are getting so much more now than they used 
to get that it doesn’t hurt you as bad. 
"And yet, why can’t you be fair? 
"I think you set up these precincts as equally 
as you could, based on the one-man, one-vote 
rule —" 
"Federal courts are satisfied with it,” in­ 
serted Foust. 
" — and you mentioned 25 percent was a fair 
amount," Rister continued to background his 
plea that valuations are not the way to deter­ 
mine road and bridge needs. 
Precinct 3 supplies only about 9 percent of 
the total county valuation while Precinct I 
yields 40 percent. Precinct 2 provides 23 per­ 
cent and Precinct 4 nets the county 25 percent 
of its taxes. 
"It wouldn’t be too hard to bring in a whole 
lot of valuations," suggested Rister, explaining 
that more incorporated parts of Taylor or even 
Georgetown could be redistricted into the 
precinct to up its valuation totals without ad­ 
ding any costly county roadway. 
"THERE S A REAL NEED in Precinct 3 for 
all the funds you can get over there. There are 
several old iron-rail bridges that farmers can’t 
cross 
We have a real heavy grain truck 
problem — there was more damage done to 
these roads in the last month by grain trucks 
than these roads west of Georgetown have seen 
in a long time. 
"There are not many dirt roads in this coun­ 
ty, not many. But we have got several in 
Precinct 3. 
“If you are going to take three percent of 
Precinct 3, you ought to take three percent out 


of 2 and 4 to take care of Mr. Johnson’s 
problem." 


Disclaiming that the funding needs are his 
problem, the outgoing Commissioner Johnson 
protested Rister’s involvement in the court1 
when he is not yet a commissioner. 
"I didn t come here (to a com m issioners’ 
court m eeting) until the first tim e I raised my 
hand (to vote),’’ Johnson stated. 
BUT WHY SHOULD Precinct 3 be the only 
one to take a three percent cut when you only 
say they have a lower valuation? They are sup­ 
posed to be equal.” Rister protested. 
"Do you think it s fair, what’s been done in 
the past?" demanded Foust. 
"You are going to have to quit worrying 
about what someone did to you yesterday.” 
Rister responded. 
"In 1963 I had a terrible need in Precinct 2. 
Three and 4 never helped me. The most those 
ever gave up was three-fourths of one 
percent." Foust continued, explaining that 
only from Johnson did he receive help, getting 
IO percent of Precinct I R&B funding. 
"Mr. Johnson helped when you needed it and 
now when Mr. Johnson needs help you are go­ 
ing to get Mr. Rozacky to help him," the 
Granger rancher pointed out. 
‘‘I’m not going to make anyone help him. 
That s IO to ll percent less than he deserves, 
by valuation. But when the man says he can do 
it on that, what’s the use of wasting it?” 
"I’VE BEEN TOLD by Mr. Foust that in 
three years he ll have all his roads paved. Mr. 
Schlickeisen says he has no problem." Rister 
pointed out, asking "can you set up the budget 
so that people who don’t really have any 
problems suffer only one percent?” 
"One question," Foust tried again. "Do you 
think the division in the past has been fair?" 
"I think in the past two to three years it 
has." 
"You really restricted your comment, didn’t 
you?” Foust replied, telling Rister the division 
between 1963 and 1969 had been 27.5 percent for 
Precinct I but IO percent for Precinct 2 and 21 
percent for 3 as well as 41.5 percent for 
Precinct 4. 
From 1969 to 1971, he continued, the split was 
33 percent for the Georgetown precinct, with 
11.5 percent going to Precinct 2 while 17.5, 
went to Precinct 3 and with 38 percent going to 
the Taylor precinct. 
‘That s when the trend reversed; growth 
started in the western end of Williamson Coun­ 
ty." 
In 1972 and 1973 Precincts I and 4 each 
received 33 percent of the total road and bridge 
fund. The share for Foust’s Precinct 2 rose to 
14 percent while the Granger precinct had a 20 
percent allotment. 
Since 1974 the money had been divided equal­ 
ly, with 25 percent going to each precinct. 
"THE PROPOSAL this year was 30 percent 
for Precinct I. 22 for Precinct 3 and 24 percent 
for Precincts 2 and 4. 
Foust also listed 1975 valuations for the four 
precincts: $49,191,922 for Precinct I; $26,495,- 
305 in Precinct 2: $9,748,352 in Precinct 3 and 
$29,250,169 from Precinct 4. 
"I don’t think it’s unfair,” Foust said of his 
budget proposal for 1977. "I think we should be 
real proud that Precinct I has that kind of 
valuation and is carrying much more than their 
fair share of the load.” 
‘‘Do you think Precinct 3 has always gotten 
its share?" Rister rebutted. 
"They have always gotten their share — 
more. As of right now Precinct 3 is paying 8.5 
percent of the county taxes," Foust told him. 
Precinct 3 Commissioner Rozacky made no 
comment throughout the discussion. "I was 
surprised our co m m ission er didn’t say 
anything about us getting less money. Why 
wouldn’t he ask about that?" Rister later com ­ 
mented. 
“I’D JUST LIKE to ask you to be fair about 
it and at least talk about it," Rister summed 
his reason for introducing the topic and added, 
as Foust began tucking away his budget infor­ 
mation. "This is about to be put into the folder 
before you even talk about it." 
“I think it sa real fair share." Foust replied. 
Rister reminded him that to be fair, com- 


Georgetown’s municipal bills 
dropped by $26,137.78 la st 
month, but still totaled the 
second-highest tab of the year 
at $153,429.53. 
The City Council approved 
distribution of that amount 
among 95 businesses and in­ 
dividuals for goods and services 
provided to the city during July. 
The $26.000-plus d ecrease, 
however, represents the biggest 
monthly bill drop of 1976. It is 
also the second-highest bill 
flucuation this year, bested only 
bv the $59,048.15 hike recorded 
between Mav and June. 


BY FAR the largest bill again 
came from the Lower Colorado 
River Authority (LCRA), which 
charged the city $124,959 for 5,- 
271.500 kilowatt hours worth of 
electricity. 
Of that amount, 
$57,536.51 was the total flat rate 
bill for electricity and $67,422.49 
was for the "fuel adjustment 
charge", which vovers the cost 
of fuel used to produce the elec­ 
tricity. 
Councilmen authorized pay­ 
ment of the city 's total bill with 
$8,644.11 
from the General 
Fund. $144,785.42 from the Utili­ 
ty Fund.

Conservation — 
or water rationing? 


City o fficials a r e urging G eo rg eto w n 
residents this week to limit their w ater usage, 
especially after 5 p.m., at least until the 
arrival of cooler and w etter weather so the city 
will not have to ration water. 
Mayor John Doerfler explained that heavy 
water demand brought on by August heat caus­ 
ed problems in the Senada and Oak Crest 
E states subdivisions northwest of the city last 
week, lowering w ater pressure and draining 
some fire hydrants. 
The city does not want that problem to recur 
or spread, he stated, so it is asking for help in 
easing the overload on its pump capacity. 
‘Our main concern is the fire hazard,” said 
Doerfler. ‘‘We re asking everybody to volun­ 
tarily curtail their w ater usage, especially 
between the hours of about 7 and ll p.m. What 
we’re after is not keeping everything off or 
having lawns burn up, but just asking people to 
be a little conservative for a while, especially 
at peak hours. Otherwise, if we don’t have 
some sort of restriction, we may have to use 
rationing.” 
The Mayor said the problem is not a w ater 
shortage, but sudden heavy dem and on the 
supply as the tem perature som etim es rises 
above IOO degrees. 
‘‘We have three wells at the city w ater plant 
downtown, and one in San Gabriel Park, 
together capable of pumping about 6 million 
gallons a day,” he explained. ‘‘We also have 
about 2 million gallons storage capacity in our

overhead tanks and underground storage. If 
everybody starts using the supply heavily, all 
at once, if you’re using, say, twice per hour 
what your wells will produce, it can take it all 
out of the towers and demand m ore than your 
wells can pum p.” 
THE PROBLEM was called to officials’ 
attention early last week when Oak Crest and 
Serenada residents complained of low w ater 
pressure. L ater, firem en checking w ater 
hydrants found some drained, said Doerfler. 
He said the city hopes to correct the problem 
by treating w ater at the park well, which 
supplies the northwest area, rather than first 
pumping it to the downtown plant for treat­ 
ment, as has been the practice. The city ex­ 
pects that step will increase the pressure in a 
six-inch w ater line which runs from the well 
along Northwest Boulevard and connects with 
a w ater main at Dawn Drive, supplying water 
to the northwest area of the city. 
He said the city does not have any plans to 
build another water tower in that area. 
Doerfler said the weather would dictate how 
long curtailm ent will be needed. When the city 
gets rain and cooler tem peratures, he said, the 
problem might be eased. 
The city is not planning to ration water right 
away, he added. ‘‘We haven’t talked seriously 
about rationing, but it would probably involve 
dividing the city up into areas, and saying ‘this 
area can w ater today and that area tom orrow.’ 
We had this problem back in the 1950’s and we 
had rationing. There was even a fine if you 
violated it. But we haven’t gotten to that stage 
yet. 
‘‘If people will just w ater enough to keep 
their grass growing, and not soak it, which 
doesn t do much good in this kind of weather 
anyway, I don’t think w e’ll have any problem ,” 
Doerfler said. ‘‘If we can just get a skeleton ef­ 
fort, I think it ll be all right and it won’t be 
any big deal.”

Precinct funding questioned 


Raymond Rister of Granger spoke out during 
county com missioners’ regular meeting Mon­ 
day. arguing against the proposed change in 
apportionment of precinct road and bridge 
funds which would give 30 percent of the fun­ 
ding to Georgetown Precinct I but 22 percent 
to the Granger precinct. Precincts 2 and 4 
would receive 24 percent each 
R&B funding had been equally divided during 
the past three years. 
Rister did not argue that Precinct I should 
not get 30 percent of the money, but that if that 
precinct needed more, the other three should 
equally share the burden to “ help out.” 
He also contended that the differing precinct 
valuations should not be the important con­ 
sideration in allocating the money, but that a 
criterion of need would be fairer. Com ­ 
missioners disagreed, however, 
repeatedly 
pointing out the low valuation of Precinct 3 
The county commissioner-elect 
for the 
G ranger precinct explained that his precinct 
has m ore miles of dirt road and old iron-rail 
bridges than any other precinct in the county. 


“ I JUST CAME TO show that there s a 
different side of the story. 
“ The only reason that I have been given for 
the increase in Precinct I is that the additional 
development out west of Round Rock would 
require more money to be spent on additional 
roads." 
Rister began presentation of his 
proposal as Georgetown Commissioner Wesley 
Johnson told him to “ make it short.” 


“ It s the streets.” Johnson interjected. “ If 
you want to take that I ll let you do all the ser­ 
vices.” 


“ But i understand the development roads 
are paved and have curbs,’ he countered, to be 
immediately m et with a chorus of “no s ” from 
the com missioners’ table 
“ There s no real abuse of the roads that 
these subdivisions com e out on.” Rister m ain­ 
tained 


You can spend $25,000 on the streets in the 
next year — you will have to,” Johnson told 
him.

Georgetown school trustees will meet twice 
this week — on Monday and Thursday nights - 
mainly to consider the 1976-77 school budget 
and construction alternatives for expansion of 
P rim ary and Westside Interm ediate School 
facilities 
The school board will convene in regular ses­ 
sion at 7 p.m. Monday, then again in special 
session for the budget hearing and adoption at 7 
p m Thursday Both meetings will be held in 
the Conference Room of the new high school on 
Austin Avenue. 
MONDAY NIGHT the board will hear a 
report on last year's budget and review this 
year's proposed budget Trustees will also con­ 
sider policy manual revisions, a tax assessor's 
report on fees for payment verification, ap­ 
proval of transfer students, payment of bills 
and personnel m atters 
B r a s h ie r - G o y e tte R a p ie r, a 
L ubbock 
architectural firm, will also send architect 
Gene McKee to present preliminary sketches 
of expansion projects under consideration for 
the P rim ary and Interm ediate Schools 
In special session last Tuesday night, 
trustees considered cc .struction of a new 
cafeteria at each of the schools, plus conver­ 
sion of present cafeterias into five to six extra 
classrooms 
and construction of four new 
classroom s 
ct 
the 
Interm ediate School 
Estim ated cost of the projects is $750,000 
THAT COST gave the board concern. 
Pressed by a ballooning student population 
and the approaching school opening, trustees 
nevertheless could not decide whether to seek 
a $750,000 construction bond issue. 
School officials expect an increase of 400 


students in the Georgetown school system over 
the next four years 
Full-day kindergarten 
classes also will begin the fall of 1977 at the 
Prim ary School, which Supt. Jack Frost has 
said is in “ most critical need of repairs and ex­ 
pansion.’’ 
Business Manager Jerry G raham calculated 
Tuesday night that a $750,000 bond issue would 
raise school taxes about 12 cent per person, 
while a $1 million bond issue would raise taxes 
about 16 cents 
“ It seems to me. 
commented board presi­ 
dent John R Thomas, “ that w e’ve com e to the 
point where anything we do is not meant to be a 
long-range solution to the problem — we just 
haven't got the funds. What we really need is 
about $2 million, but we just don’t have it.” 
Trustee Jam es Draeger added. 
“Besides 
money for building, you're in dire need of 
repair money ” 
After examining school needs and the cost of 
the proposed improvements for over two 
hours, the board agreed to table the m atter, 
study it individually and consider it again 
collectively Monday night. 
ALSO TUESDAY, board m em bers approved 
addition of two instructors, one fulltim e and 
one parttim e, to the high school music staff, 
and accompanied Athletic Director Les John­ 
son on an inspection of school land just east of 
the high school tennis courts, which might be 
the site of a new high school track 
Johnson told the board he had been advised 
that area, rather than the football practice 
field, would be the best track site because of its 
drainage capabilities. The board is studying 
construction alternatives 
$3.1 million bond issue 
approved for hospital 


Georgetown Hospital Authority m em bers 
Thursday authorized issuance of $3.1 million in 
revenue bonds to the federal Farm ers Home 
Administration (FmHA) to satisfy one of the 
conditions for a construction loan of the sam e 
amount for new Georgetown Area Hospital 
Hospital Administrator Ken Poteete also 
reported that the Hospital Fund Campaign has 
collected approximately $265,000 in cash as 
part of $450,000 in pledges 
Authority President Jay Sloan said he has 
not received word as to whether the prospec­ 
tive project co n tracto r 
might extend 
a 
previous construction bid or as to when FmHA 
will have loan money available for the Hospital 
Authority. 
THE FEDERAL AGENCY changed its loan 
conditions in June, stipulating that $310,000 of 
the Authority's $400,000 “ community p a r­ 
ticipation” contribution must be paid in cash 
FmHA also requested a bond issue in the 


amount of the loan rather than a repayment 
pledge. 
The agency’s Washington headquarters ap­ 
proved the loan in June, but FmHA’s Temple 
office later reported that no loan money would 
be available until at least October I because of 
a change in the opening date of the federal 
fiscal year 


A $2 6 million construction bid posted by 
Brownwood contractor Herman Bennet two 
years ago expired in June, but the Hospital 
Authority has been trying to negotiate exten­ 
sion of that bid until the loan funds are 
allocated. 


Bennet was contacted in July, but Sloan said 
he has not repiled If the contractor will not ex­ 
tend the bid, the Hospital Authority could seek 
more bids 
“ I think the outlook is bright, that w e’ll get 
this thing completed now,” Poteete said later.

Never before this year have you heard spokesmen from 
both parties concede the similarity, if from partisan points 
of view 
“ WE HAVE ALL BECOME DEMOCRATS, says Illinois 
kingmaker Jack Arvey 
We have all become Republicans,’ says Charles Warden 
of Data Resources 
The party platform modified by Carter challenges the par­ 
ty platform godfathered by Mr Ford in no significant detail 
The polarization - the pulling apart left and right — is less 
this year than any presidential year in modern memory. 
For better or worse’’ 
Wall Street’s recent optimism reflects confidence in our 
future whichever way the political wind blows in November 
Most economists vote Democrat yet, by their very train­ 
ing. they become more conservative every year 
Most economists figure that a Carter Administration will 
increase federal spending yet they are divided as to whether 
the risks of higher inflation are not perhaps outweighed by 
the pump-priming effect 
Anyway, almost unanimously they are betting their money 
on at least two years of economic uptrend 
As the economic philosophies of the two parties begin 
more and more to overlap - so the social conscience of 
Republicans and Democrats is not all that dissimilar 
anymore 


BOTH PARTIES REFLEC T our national disenchantment 
with foreign involvements. 
f arter says that while he may not prefer a Communist 
government for France, he’s not going to try to tell the 
French how to run their country. 
That is a significant departure from the brinksmanship 
adventurism of our past 
If this suggests that it makes little difference which man 
or which party wins in November, that is not entirely the

For Congress includes enough potential holdovers from the

Because 
they are essentially 
invisible 
exterior 
maintenance is superfluous. The design of 
an underground building can be fitted ex­ 
actly to its function rather than serve as a 
decorative advertisement or social symbol 
of family or firm

Mayor John Doerfler has asked us to use good judg­ 
ment in using water, especially late in the day when 
lawn sprinklers are usually utilized. ‘‘We’ve been us­ 
ing water so fast in recent days that the supply has 
been reduced to the danger limit,” the mayor pointed 
out. 


W ATER IS OUR LEAST expensive utility but it is 
not inexhaustible, not at this time anyway. Once the 
dam is completed and we have that extra reserve, our 
water problems may be permanently cured. 
But now, for the rest of this summer and until the 
lake is there, we will do well to follow the mayor’s ad­ 
vice. The thing that most worried our city leadership 
in this area is not that we will actually run out of water 
through normal usage on the lawns and in the homes, 
but that a fire of any consequence could exhaust the 
reserve and leave the firemen helpless to fight the 
blaze 


So, let s each of us do our part. We can use less in 
many ways and when 10,000 people conserve just a lit­ 
tle each the sum saving is considerable.

AUSTIN — Houston attorney 
Tom Lorance, like the man of 
La Mancha, has decided to have 
a stab at righting the un- 
rightable wrong and beating the 
unbeatable foe — and if he fails, 
as seems likely, it will be more 
the system’s failure than his. 
Lorance is running a write-in 
campaign against Don Yar­ 
brough for the Texas Supreme 
Court — and a check of sources, 
written and oral, fails to turn up 
any examples of successful 
statewide write-in campaigns. 
Texas election law allows for 
write-in 
candidates, 
spelling 
out how to handle such hopefuls 
on paper ballots, punch cards 
and voting machines, but 
Lorance’s chances are as slim 
as the proverbial snowball. 
Don Yarbrough spent $2,275 
in his campaign, defeating San 
Antonio Judge Charles Barrow, 
who spent more than $112,000 — 
and who received the support of 
numerous legal groups and con­ 
tributions from many lawyers 
and law firms. 
Election of judges has come 
in for criticism for years — 
Rep. Ben Z. Grant of Marshall, 
chairm an of the House 
Judiciary Committee, reports 
many attorneys opposed the 
1876 Texas Constitution because 
it provided for judges to be 
elected rather than appointed. 
But apart from divine selec­ 
tion, election or appointment 
are the only ways to pick 
judges, and Texas voters have 
adhered steadfastly to the prin­ 
ciple of election. 
The Federal bench, in fact, 
hasn’t been that inspiring an ex­ 
ample of appointment of merit 


at times — with the suggestion 
being made that the best way to 
become a Federal judge is to 
have a future U.S. Senator for 
your college roommate, or your 
first law partner. 
But, as Grant notes, while it s 
not so bad to turn a politician 
into a judge, it creates 
problems to reverse the 
process. 


Generally, judicial races at­ 
tract considerably less interest 
than county pecan shows or 
meetings of the Structural Pest 
Control Board. 
It’s not kosher for judges to 
take stands on issues, or to daub 
opponents with mud — leaving 
integrity and legal knowledge 
as the only campaign issues. 


In statewide races, such as 
the Supreme Court and Court of 
Criminal Appeals, candidates 
have to raise substantial sums 
to get any name identification 
among voters in contested 
races — and fellow attorneys 
traditionally are the main 
sources of such funds. (Bar 
association support doesn’t 
mean election, however, as 
Barrow, among others, can 
attest.) 
Texas has had, de facto if not 
de jure, an appointive system 


on the Supreme Court much of 
the time. 
Retiring justices often leave 
before the end of their terms, 
leaving it up to the governor to 
appoint a successor — and thus 
creating an incumbent for the 
next election. 
Since 1876, only two in­ 
cumbents have been defeated 
Grant is considering offering 
a 1977 a suggestion which was 
rejected earlier by lawmakers 
— putting the Supreme Court on 
a single-member district basis 
Louisiana is among the states 
which uses that system, and 
Texas already has nine ad­ 
ministrative districts for its 
judiciary, which would make it 
fairly simple for such a system 
to be set up. 
Advantages could result from 
iower costs to candidates — and 
giving voters the ability to 
know the men or women they’re 
voting for. 
Several lawmakers have in­ 
dicated they think the idea 
looks better all the time. 
The next session may produce 
an answer — so while Lorance 
may be jousting at windmills, 
the noise and clatter may be 
enough to wake the Legislature 
up and put them in the mood to 
do some real giant-killing.

Ford Keeps Tabs on Delegates 


WASHINGTON -- President 
Ford isn t Laking any' chances 
with his delegates at the Repub­ 
lican national convention in 
Kansas Qty. 
Like a mother hen, he plans to 
keep close track of them. He 
wants to prevent any lith hour 
defections to Ronald Reagan 
So he’s had his campaign 
aides devise an elaborate 
electronic system for delegate 
watching 
Here’s how it will 
work. 
One hundred Ford campaign 
workers will be equipped with 
electronic beepers and turned 
loose at the convention. Each 
will bt1 assigned a certain num­ 
ber of delegates to babysit. And 
they will be on call 24 hours a 
day. 
They’ll be directed by four top 
Ford bra intrusted, operating 
out of a “mLssion control” trailer, 
just off the convention floor. 
“MLssion control” will stay rn 
contact with all the Ford deleg­ 
ate watchers, collecting rumors 
and information on Ronald 
Reagan’s lobbying activity. 
At the First sign of trouble, a 
top Ford operative will bt' dis­ 


patched to sweet talk any 
wavering delegates. 
“Mission control’’ will also 
move to stifle damaging rumors. 
The Ford men have even 
made Pentagon-style contingen­ 
cy plans if the Reagan forces 
jam their radio frequency; they 
will have special telephones on 
the floor that will tie into “mis­ 
sion control.” 
Punishing The Press: A 
small Colorado newspaper is 
being hounded out of busine® 


because it had the courage to 
take on the powerful. 
The paper is The Crested 
Butte Chronicle. This tiny 
weekly broke one of the biggest 
stories of the year, when it re­ 
ported that President Ford’s 
campaign manager, Bo Calla­ 
way, had misused his position. 
He allegedly pulled strings in­ 
side the government to benefit 
his own investment in a Col­ 
orado ski resort. The story 
forced the embattle Bo to step 
down as the President s cam­ 
paign chairman. 
Colorado s Governor Richard 
Lamm called to alert us that the 
paper that broke the story has 
been hit by an advertising 
boycott. The Chronicle’s editor, 
Myles Arber, said that advertis­ 
ing revenues have dropped 
almost 70 per cent. 
Most merchants in the county 
are also refusing to sell the 
paper. They are heavily depen­ 
dent upon the ski resort for busi­ 
ness At the base of the ski resort, 
the Gironicle news stands have 
been removed. 
At the same time, Callaw'ay’s 
company, the Crested Butte 
Development Corporation, is 
suing the paper for libel. The 
editor said the cost of defending 
the suit, even if he wins, could 
drive him out of business. 
We should add that Bo Calla­ 
way has insisted all along that he 
did nothing wrong. Senate in­ 
vestigators haven’t yet submit­ 
ted their verdict. 
Security Flap: A controversy 
is raging in the war rooms of the 
Western world. The problem is 
this: there is a real possibility 


that Communists will soon hold 
top leadership positions in some 
NATO countries. 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger won’t compromise. He 
has secretly urged our NATO 
partners to cease all military 
dealings with any government 
that ad mists Communists to top 
positions. He feels they should 
not be privy to NATO secrets. 
He is particularly worried that 
the Italian government may ac­ 
cept a Communist minister. 
Other Western European leaders 
have argued that the Italian 
Communists are independent of 
Moscow. 
But Kissinger remains unper­ 
suaded He is so dogmatic about 
it that he has ordered American 
ambassadors in Western Europe 
to have absolutely no contact 
with Communists. 
In Spam, U.S. Ambassador 
WelLs Stabler won’t meet with 
any group that even associates 
closely with Communists. In 
Italy, American Ambassador 
John Volpe tried to stop Five con­ 
gressman from seeing the Com­ 
munist leaders. 
The Five met with the Com­ 
munists anyway. After their 
return home, one congressman 
complained to the State Depart­ 
ment that “Volpe seems to spend 
most of hts time trying to figure 
out how to avoid shaking hands 
with Ccommumsts at cocktail 
parties." 
Tax Quotas: Congressional 
investigators have uncovered 
startling evidence that Internal 
Revenue Service agents are 
working under a secret quota 
system. The HIS agents must 
* 


produce a certain number of tax 
collections. When their record 
slumps, they fall under “the gun” 
of their superiors. 
In an effort to meet their 
quotas, the desperate agents 
often go after the average tax­ 
payers. It is easier to “squeeze” a 
few more tax dollars out of the 
ordinary taxpayer than to in­ 
vestigate the big businessmen, 
who often have high-priced law­ 
yers working for them. 
Congressional sources have 
told us, however, that Congress 
will soon demand that IRS Com­ 
missioner Donald Alexander put 
an end to this practice.

Information on treatment of 
JAWS-type injuries may never 
be needed by Williamson Coun­ 
ty Emergency Medical Service 
personnel, but similar informa­ 
tion on poisonous plants, snakes 
and arthropods supplied in the 
book 
“ Dangerous 
Plants, 
Snakes, Arthropods and Marine 
Life in Texas” will be used to 
save the lives of more than one 
county resident in the future. 
Five copies of the book — one 
per station location — were 
added to the equipment’’ kept 
at every ambulance station 
when they were recently 
received free of charge from 
the Resource Development 
Division of the Texas Depart­ 
ment of Health Resources. 
“ TH ESE BOOKS are pretty 
hard to come by,” explained 
County EM S Director James 
Simonson. He added that the 
books are especially useful dur­ 
ing the summer months, when 
“ people will be coming into 
contact with poison ivy, snakes 
and spiders.” 
People will also be coming 
into contact with such common 
houseplants as philodendron, 
lantana, English ivy, poinsettia 
and wisteria; 
the cultivated 
plum, apricot, peach and 
c h e rry ; 
w ild m is tle to e , 
moonflower, pokeweed and 
buttercup; venomous and non­ 
venomous snakes such as 
the Texas coral snake, western 
cottonmouth mocasin, broad- 
banded copperhead and western 
diamondback 
rattlesnake; 
dangerous arthropods like the 
scorpion, brown recluse, tree 
asp and fire ant; and dangerous 
alligator gar or gaff-top catfish. 
When they do, a call to the 
nearest ambulance station will 
provide access 
to quick 
diagnosis and treatment with 
the help of the new books, 
which detail general descrip­ 
tions of the dangerous plant or

animal and the symptoms, 
pathology and treatment of 
whatever poison was ingested. 
In addition, the books provide 
a series of color photos of the 
plant or animal — often in­ 
cluding a size scale for com­ 
parison, pictures of the animal 
bite and of treatment methods. 
EM S stations in the county are 
located in Georgetown, Round 
Rock, Cedar Park, Taylor and 
Florence. 
In accepting the personal 
copy he said he would “ treasure 
very highly,” County Judge C. 
L. Chance, a longtime hor­ 
ticulturist, explained his in­ 
terest in the book. “ I have done 
a lot of studv on poison plants. 


“ONE OF THE MOST com­ 
mon in this area, that’s a really 
dangerous plant, and could be 
mistaken for a wild onion, is 
com m only 
called 
‘death 
camas.’ Ifs an onion-looking 
plan t, v e ry poionous to 
livestock, and has been eaten by 
people who are trying to find a 
wild onion — and wild onions 
are very common in this area 
also." 
Chance also pointed out the 
deadliness of the common 


c a s to r 
bean, 
s ilv e r le a f 
nightshade and all nightshade 
varieties common to this area, 
the common oleander and 
others pictured in the text. 
“ The common oleander is so 
poisonous it has no insect pests 
whatsoever. 


“ Silverleaf 
nightshade 
— 
very closely related is the 
carolina horsenettle and the 
black nightshade - all of those 
are found here. It s a perennial 
and grows in rather large 
patches, difficult to eradicate 
from the land because it’s very 
deep-rooted.” 
Seen in many fields, the 
s ilv e r le a f nightshade is 
characterized by leaves and 
stems covered with white-to- 
silver hairs and short, sharp 
spines. 
Blue-to-violet flowers 
are followed by berries that 
turn from green to yellow to 
blue as they mature, according 
to descriptive detail in the 
book. 
Commenting that many of the 
plants are seldom ingested by 
people because they do not have 
an edible appearance, Chance 
said, “ Poisonous plants are not

Liberty Hill alters 
lunch scale 


Liberty Hill Independent 
School District has amended 
the income scale used to deter­ 
mine eligibility for free and 
reduced price lunches and 
special milk programs. 
This year’s scale represents 
the minimum eligibility in­ 
comes for free lunches and a 95 
percent increase in those for 
reduced price lunches. 
Students from families of the 
sizes and with the incomes 
shown in the scale are eligible 
for free lunches as well as 
reduced price lunches of 20 
cents or less. Those who qualify 
for free lunches are also eligi­ 
ble for an additional, free half­ 
pint of milk in schools which 
participate in the special milk 
program. 
Each school district may 
determine the price charged for 


reduced price meals, but in no 
case may the charge for a 
reduced price lunch exceed 20 
cents.

There are no telephones or 
radios or televisions in the 
Canadian wilderness There are 
the buzzing sounds of mosquitos 
and horseflies and deerflies. 
and the sounds of rushing water 
as the countless streams weave 
their way through thick forests 
that keep 
civilization from 
encroaching on the moose and 
otters and bears 
It is a perfect place to escape 
the madness of modern living; 
to enjoy clear air and clean 
water and the silence. 
Six Georgetown Boy Scouts, 
their two adult supervisors and 
a guide found that out early this 
month when they spent eight 
days on the hundreds of inland 
lakes of the Quetico Provincial 
Park in southern Canada, using 
their canoes to traverse almost 
IOO 
m iles of w ild erness 
territory. 
Doug Lawyer. Greg Miech. 
Bruce Allamon. David Morse, 
Bill Buckner and Tim Magness, 
all Explorer Scouts of Post ISO 
of Georgetown, made the trip 
with adult supervisors Jerry 
Lawyer and Tom Buckner, and 
an 18-year old guide from 
Tulsa, Oklahoma. Pat Friedl 
During their week-and-a-day 
on the water, they fished, 
swam, explored — and had a 
close call with a black bear 
"W e had been careful all 
through the trip," Buckner 
said, "because we knew bears 
were in the area. We saw signs 
all along the way. and at our 
next-to-last campsite, we found

where one had dug out a bees 
nest." 
Every night, as a precaution, 
the group left their food packs 
in the trees, supposedly to keep 
the bears out, including on this 
same next-to-last night 
"W e had discussed a bear 
watch, but had decided against 
it." Buckner continued, but said 
they regretted the decision 
when, in the middle of the 
night, they were all awakened 


bv someone yelling "Get out of 
here, get out of here!" 
"Well, we all jumped out of 
our tents, and there stood our 
guide, stark naked, waving a

paddle at this huge black bear ” 
After a few minutes of yelling 
at the animal, it retreated, 
Buckner said, but only to a cer­ 
tain point, where it stopped and 
watched the unwanted visitors. 
"Finally he charged us. Now, 
we had heard that if you stand 
your ground when a bear 
charges you, he will back off, 
but when we saw him coming at 
us, nobody felt like standing 
there to see if it was true or 
not " 
The weary campers beat a 
hasty retreat, loading their 
canoes and quickly paddling to 
a more hospitable campsite. 
Except for that experience, 
the group had few close calls 
with Mother Nature, as they 
spent their tim e fishing. 


(although they caught very 
few) diving from the granite 
boulders lining the shoreline 
into the cold Canadian waters, 
and in a few less enjoyable ex­ 
periences, such as the frequent 
portages." when the canoes 
had to be carried across narrow 
strips of land. 
We had up to about seven a 
day, and some of those were as 
long as three-quarters of a 
mile." Buckner grimaced. "It 
felt like a bunch of them were 
straight uphill, and some of 
them were through bogs, where 
you would sink up to your knees 
unexpectedly." 
Still, the job got easier as the 
trip wore on 
"The first portage was only 
about 50 yards, and we thought 
it would kill us. but by the end 
of the trip we would be going 
half-a-mile or more and it 
didn t bother us. Three of the 
boys in the group are going out 
for football, and they thought 
that was pretty good con­ 
ditioning for them." 
One member of the bunch 
who did not need the con­ 
ditioning was Friedl, the guide. 
At 145 pounds, he was third in 
his weight division in in­ 


terscholastic wrestling in 
Oklahoma last year. Buckner 
said that although Friedl, a 
scount himself, misguided them 
a few times and "wasn’t great 
at fishing, he was a good kid 
and fun to have around." 
Buckner also praised the 
guide for picking one particular 
campsite — on the shores of 
Lake Kahshahpiwi. 


"W e pulled ashore in the 
most unlikely looking place you 
can imagine, he said, "and the 
guide jumped out and ran off 
into the woods. He came back 
in a minute and said this was a 
good place to camp, and we all 
thought he was crazy, because 
we couldn’t have camped right 
there if we had wanted to." 
But the campsite was not 
"right there," it was on a near­ 
by ridge with their own private 
lake behind them. 
"It was just beautiful We had 
that small lake, and the larger 
lake down in front of us, and 
higher cliffs nearby. It was cer­ 
tainly the best campsite we 
had." 
And perhaps best of all. there 
were no telephones to bring 
them back to "modern living."

Your future lawn may be a lush yellow

Picture this: it s a warm summer afternoon 
in .suburbia Maples, elms, and oaks provide 
shady parasols along the street Laughing chil­ 
dren romp across bnght yellow lawns and 
sprinklers alternate!; sputter and hiss as they 
refresh the yellow blades of grass 
Yellow grass? That s no joke 
Yellow lawns - and yellow farm crops - 
may one day grow better than traditional 
green ones depending on changes in the ozone 
layer in the earth’s atmosphere, says Dr. Her­ 


bert Dutton of the U S Department of Agricul­ 
ture (USDA). 
Yellow pigments in plants may have a 
greater “protective effect” than green ones 
against increased ultraviolet light caused by a 
thinner ozone layer, he said recently at the 
U SDA’s North Central Region research labora­ 
tory here 
Although scientists still are debating how 
much spray-can propellants and certain other 
materials are depleting the ozone layer, the 
USDA has found that increased ultraviolet light 
stunts growth of some plants. 
So, Dr. Dutton was asked recently to drop his 
other work and study the need to breed plants 


that get along well in increased ultraviolet 
light 
"Maybe grass and soybeans should be yellow 
or olive brown,” he said 
If his preliminary 
findings are verified, the idea of yellow plants 
being “sickly” would be outmoded, he says. 
Other USDA scientists already have found 
that increased ultraviolet light reduces the 
yield of some varieties of garden peas, cotton, 
and possibly cucumbers. Encouragingly, wheat 
and com, two major sources of world food sup 
ply, seem “quite resistant” to similar in 
creases,

With commissioners already 
making plans about how to 
spent the county’s next revenue 
check — despite the fact that 
the necessary revenue sharing 


extension bill is still pending in 
the Senate — County Judge C. 
L. Chance recently addressed 
the topic in a letters U.S. Rep. 
J J. Pickle. 


Revenue sharing to fund 
county ambulance costs 


Poring over budget requests 
Monday morning, com ­ 
missioners decided to take all 
emergency medical service 
supplies and salaries out of the 
county budget and pay for them 
instead with expected revenue 
sharing money. 
“ Any expenditure for EMS — 
let it come from revenue 
sharing,” 
suggested Com­ 
missioner Wesley Foust. “ Keep 
it all together.” 
Commissioners had earlier 
decided to consider purchasing 
a new ambulance for the 
Florence station out of revenue 
sharing. “ That’s one category 
they’ll never question.” 


“ I think we d have a better 
relation by increasing their 
s a la ry and o v e r tim e ,” 
suggested T a y lo r Com­ 
missioner W. F. Schlickeisen 
while the subject of EMS was 
being considered. 
“ I think it would be much 
simpler in the auditor’s office, 
too,” agreed Granger Precinct 
3 Commissioner Robert 
Rozacky. 
“ Just a flat salary — take it 
or leave it. If they don’t like it 
they can find another job, just 
like the sheriff’s office,” con­ 
curred Foust. 
Commissioners had agreed to 
pay sheriff’s deputies $60 
monthly above any raise pass­ 
ed, to take the place of any 
overtime payment which might 
be due the peace officers. 
EM S Supervisor James 
Simonson, 
commissioners 
decided, would be eligible only 
for the regular salary and raise 
— no overtime.

ministrators recently requested 
a $500 supplement for next 
year's budget, will also be con­ 
sidered for funding only 
through revenue sharing fun­ 
ding. 
Asked what assurance the

“ We approached them with 
the suggestion that they dis­ 
tribute revenue sharing on the 
same basis that we send it up 
there,” County Judge C. L. 
Chance said in reference to a

“ That would be a fair way to do 
it. But they didn’t feel that 
way.”

During the regular court ses­ 
sion it was also decided central 
dispatch system personnel 
would receive whatever stan­ 
dard raise is adopted for the 
coming year, but no overtime. 
“ Just like everybody else,” 
approved Rozacky. 
Justices of the peace were 
also to receive the “ same in­ 
crease as anybody else,” until 
Foust reminded Rozacky that 
JP Richard Gann had been 
promised a pay hike in addition 
to the across-the-board raise 
which, although commissioners 
have approved no figure, seems 
certain. 
While Foust mentioned that 
the standard raise could be $50 
per month for employees work­ 
ing for the county in 1977, no 
motion was presented Monday.

“ We do not favor Revenue 
Sharing at all. but since it is 
happening, we need to recoup 
our share since it is our tax 
money Congress is dealing 
with." Chance explained in his 
letter.

First step in distributing the 
funding was determination of 
the amounts to be allocated to 
each — a process involving four 
more steps which apply the 
three-factor Senate formula 
(population, tax effort and in­ 
come) and the five-factor 
House formula (population, ur­ 
banized population, per capita 
income, state income tax 
collections and tax effort). With 
exceptions, the higher alloca­ 
tion amount is selected for each 
state. 
Allocations within each state 
follow. 
That ten-step process also in­ 
volves several subpoints which 
must be figured before a total 
can be determined.

ty mileage-wise, to divide it population-wise.” 
If you have a need before the court, take 
care of it I can understand if you need 30 per­ 
cent of the money — take 30 percent. But these 
others should help out too. 
WHY SHOULD Precinct 3 pay it? ” 
“All this isn t amounting to but about $7-8,000 
a year, but that will pave a few m iles of road,” 
B ister said after the meeting had adjourned 
‘ ‘That s how much I feel like Precinct 3 would 
have gotten, but I have not put the pencil to it. I 
don t really know the expected revenue. They 
are getting so much more now than they used 
to get that it doesn’t hurt you a s bad. 


“ And yet, why can ’t you be fair? 
“ I think you set up these precincts a s equally 
as you could, based on the one-man, one-vote 
rule —” 


“ Federal courts are satisfied with it,” in­ 
serted Foust.

R ister continued to background his 
plea that valuations are not the way to deter­ 
mine road and bridge needs. 
Precinct 3 supplies only about 9 percent of 
the total county valuation while Precinct I 
yields 40 percent, Precinct 2 provides 23 per­ 
cent and Precinct 4 nets the county 25 percent 
of its taxes. 
“ It wouldn't be too hard to bring in a whole 
lot of valuations,” suggested Rister, explaining 
that more incorporated p arts of Taylor or even 
Georgetown could be redistricted into the 
precinct to up its valuation totals without ad ­ 
ding any costly county roadway. 
T H E R E S A R E A L N E E D in Precinct 3 for 
all the funds you can get over there. There are 
several old iron-rail bridges that fa rm e rs can ’t 
cross 
We have a real heavy grain truck 
problem — there was m ore dam age done to 
these roads in the last month by grain trucks 
than these roads west of Georgetown have seen 
in a long time.

Foust continued, explaining that 
only from Johnson did he receive help, getting 
IO percent of Precinct I R& B funding. 
“ Mr. Johnson helped when you needed it and 
now when Mr. Johnson needs help you are go­ 
ing to get Mr 
Rozacky to help him ,” the 
Granger rancher pointed out. 
“ I'm not going to m ake anyone help him. 
That's IO to ll percent less than he deserves. 
by valuation But when the man sa y s he can do 
it on that, w hat's the use of wasting it? ” 
I V E B E E N TOLD by Mr. Foust that in 
three years he ll have all his roads paved. Mr. 
Schlickeisen say s he has no problem ,” Rister 
pointed out, asking ‘‘can you set up the budget 
so that people who don’t really have any 
problems suffer only one p ercen t?” 
“ One question,” Foust tried again. “ Do you 
think the division in the past has been f a ir ? ” 
“ I think in the past two to three y ears it 
h a s.” 


“ You really restricted your comment, didn’t 
you9" Foust replied, telling Rister the division 
between 1963 and 1969 had been 27.5 percent for 
Precinct I but IO percent for Precinct 2 and 21 
percent for 3 a s well a s 41.5 percent for 
Precinct 4. 
From 1969 to 1971. he continued, the split w as 
33 percent for the Georgetown precinct, with 
11.5 percent going to Precinct 2 while 17.5, 
went to Precinct 3 and with 38 percent going to 
the Taylor precinct. 
“ That's when the trend reversed: growth 
started in the western end of Williamson Coun­ 
ty.” 
In 1972 and 1973 Precincts I and 4 each 
received 33 percent of the total road and bridge 
fund The share for F o u st’s Precinct 2 rose to 
14 percent while the G ranger precinct had a 20 
percent allotment 
Since 1974 the money had been divided equal­ 
ly, with 25 percent going to each precinct. 
“ TH E PR O PO SA L this year was 30 percent 
for Precinct I. 22 for Precinct 3 and 24 percent 
for Precincts 2 and 4. 
Foust also listed 1975 valuations for the four 
precincts: $49,191,922 for Precinct I; $26,495,- 
305 in Precinct 2; $9,748,352 in Precinct 3 and 
$29,250,169 from Precinct 4. 
“ I don't think it’s unfair,” Foust said of his 
budget proposal for 1977. “ I think we should be 
real proud that Precinct I has that kind of 
valuation and is carrying much more than their 
fair share of the load.” 
“ Do you think Precinct 3 has alw ays gotten 
its sh are0" R ister rebutted. 
“ They have alw ays gotten their share — 
more. As of right now Precinct 3 is paying 8.5 
percent of the county ta x e s,” Foust told him. 
Precinct 3 C om m issioner Rozacky m ade no 
comment throughout the discussion. “ I w as 
su r p r ise d our c o m m i s s io n e r didn t s a y 
anything about us getting less money. Why 
wouldn’t he ask about th a t?” Rister later c o m ­ 
mented. 
“ I’ D JU ST L IK E to ask you to be fair about 
it and at least talk about it. " Rister sum m ed 
his reason for introducing the topic and added. 
as Foust began tucking aw ay his budget infor­ 
mation. “ This is about to be put into the folder 
before you even talk about it.”
